of a captured German submarine 
crew, 

The foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, in his reply, said that the pris- 
ners from German submarines had 
been placed in naval detention bar- 
racks ulid segregated from other war 
prisoners, but were being treated hu- 


manely and permitted to take exer- 


ise, Furthermore, the foreign secra- 


tary said, Genman prisoners in lng- 
land ave better fed and clother than 
are British prisoners of equal rank in 
Germany. and the Germans ure not 
subjected to forced labor, 


As the submarine crews have beon 


engaged in sinking neutral merchant 
ships and unarmed British vessels, 
Sir Wadward eaid, they could not be 


regarded as honemble opponents, but 


were “offenders against the law of na- 
tions and cOnimon humanity.” 


The foreign secretary said that 1,000 


officers and men of the German navy 


had been rescued during the war, but 


that none from the British navy had 


been rescued by the Germans. How- 


ever, he made no suggestions for a

“The Unita, Whose destination was 


Hull, says Captain Sunensen ‘then 
was ordered to go W Rotterdam to 
land my crew, The captain of the 
submarine told me that my ship would 
be destroyed. but it was still afloat 
when I left I have learned singe 
that she was set on fire by the Gert- 
mans, who could not easily have sunk 
her with shells owing to the nature 
of her cargo. The commander of the 
submarine gave no certificate to the 
effect that the Nor was destroyed for 
carrying contraband,’ "

As the fuel is consumed 
the ashes are automaticaily separated 
and dropped below the grates into an-

ets. These buckets carry the ashes 
outeide the furnace room and empty 
automatically into the unloaded coal 
cars, 

Maven water supply to the boilers is 
entirely self-regulating, A small gauge 
is wet at the desired height and the 
water feed does the rest, automatical- 
ly turning on and shutting off the 
flow as the conditions require. 

This plant in its entirety represents 
the most modern ana complete equip 
ment of its kind to be had.
